US WEST COMMUNICATION - N99.5.118 (Wendy)

On May 5, 1999, U S West Communications, Inc. filed Tariff Transmittal
99-29, “Introduction of Integrated T-1 Service.” | T-1 provides a 1.544
mbps facility. It includes a DS1 Facility, common equipment, local
exchange switching, and 24 flat rated channels which may provide
singularly or in combination: basic voice service (line side); basic voice
service (truck side), ISDN Basic Rate Service, and data services.

CENTURYTEL — Docket N99.5.119 (Dave B.)

On May 6, 1999, CenturyTel filed Tariff Transmittal No. 99 — 3 to
introduce a promotional offering in which the non recurring charge will be
waived when customers subscribe to additional residential or business
lines at the same premise and/or the first month’s charge will be waived
for customers who subscribe to Caller ID and/or Voice Mail Service. The .
promotionai period is from June 10, 1999 through August 8, 1999.

US WEST COMMUNICAITONS DOCKET NO. N99.5.115 (Eric)

On May 5, 1999, US WEST filed Tariff Transmittal 99-26 for approval of
its proposed “Centrex Prime Promotion” which is to run from May 24"
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through August 20™,1999. Under the promotion, business customers who
subscribe to Centrex Prime or add Centrex Prime station lines will receive
a 50 percent discount of the non-recurring charges under a 36-59 month
rate stability plan and a 100 percent waiver under a 60 month plan.

4. U S WEST COMMUNICATIONS- Docket N99.5.117 (Scott)

On May 5, 1999, U S WEST filed Tariff Transmittal 99-28 to introduce a
feature package for 1 and 2 line business customers called “Business
CustomChoice Package”. The package will include an individual flat
rated access line and a choice of one or more selected features. In
addition, Business CustomChoice customers may purchase the following
services and features at a discounted monthly rate: Business Voice
Messaging, Remote Access Forwarding or Scheduled Forwarding.

5. AT&T-Docket N99.5.124 (Scott)

On May 11, 1999, AT&T filed Advice 99-09 changes to AT&T’'s Montana
price list. The filing updates the reference to AT&T’s F.C.C. tariff from
No. 1 to No. 27, eliminates three holidays for which discounts will be
given, increases the unit decrement for prepaid cards from one to two
units, increases the rates for Directory Assistance to match interstate
rates, revises references to 10288 to 1010288, restructures AT & T Long
Distance Wireless Service to a postalized pricing scheme, and
restructures AT&T Prepaid Cards to include more denominations and
separate rates for card unit denominations.
